of taxation — and it is going to 
hear from a lot of angry taxpayers 
about the time the tax is due. 


In Thursday's debate one of 
the 


jfctolegislators cracked: 


"A certain person said 
if he 


could get 28 million dollars to build 
roads and get 
some 
loopholes 


plugged, that would be all the mon- 
ey needed. Now we are asked 
to 


' levy 13 million dollars additional 
taxes on the people of the state." 


In justice to Governor

however, Jack Holt wasn't

closer to telling the 
truth about 
taxes during the 
campaign. Mc- 


Math's opponent wasn't going 
to 


increase taxes 
either — where

McMath proposed to borrow 
on 
•1he outside, Holt proposed to trans- 
fer money from one fund to ano- 
ther.

Carrigan, fox-hunter and authority 
on Arkansas wild life: 


"It is with a sad heart that I 


write these last words to and about 
my fox-hunting buddy, Doctor Car- 
rigan of Hope., Ark.. 
" 'Doc' was a natural born fox- 
hunter and out-door man. He help- 
ed organize the first State Fox- 
Hunters Association in Arkansas. 
He was also a charter member of 


*vthe National Fox-Hunters Associa- 


tion, and served on the board of 
directors of that organization. 


"Doctor contributed more aid to 


the fox-hunting fraternity than any 
other member in this country. He 
not only insisted that the members 
be of high moral standard, but the 
hound, himself, had to meet a high 
standard of performance. Several 
years ago he imported a blue rib- 
bon hound from England to cross 
with our American breed of hounds. 
This very fine English hound was 
|L known to us (fox-hunters > as 'Old 
«r Duke.' His real name sounded lika 


the title of the Duke of Windsor. It 
was my happy privilege to own 
some of Doc's strain of hounds. It 
came about this way, as he was 
never known to sell a hound but if 


;• he felt that you loved hounds and 
; hunting he would give you the best 
. hound he had. After my saeond. 
, hunt with him he gave me one of 


his best matrons, who whelped 13 
fine pups two weeks aiter I had her 
in my kennel. Soma of this blood 


,- later won the state championship 
(*l'or me. 


"Yes, I'am going to miss Doc, 


on the streets of Hope or in his off- 
ice, as we had many a 'race' on 
the corner of First National Bank 


te 
or in his office, after failing health 
hindered his hunting activity. In 
life or in death we must, as long 
as'memory of us lasts, be associ- 
ated with our hounds. It has been 
wisely said that we are better men 
by having ovyned a dog, but I am 
inclined to think that there is some- 
thing good and kind and noble in 
one who keeps dogs — otherwise 
*'he would not keep and lova them.

Governor's 
Proposals 
Hit Snag

Little Rock, Feb. 26 —(UP) — 


Gov. Sid McMath today had legis- 
Jaiivc

planks in the program which he 
outlined to the people of Arkansas 
m his inaugural address on Jan. 


A 
few proposals have struck 


snags. Others are partially com- 
pleted. 


Topping the list was final action 


.by the general assembly on appro- 
priations enabling 
the 
youthful 


chief executive to launch his $20,- 
000,000 a year highway construc- 
tion program. 


The house passed — with little 


discussion—maintenance and con- 
struction budgets for the highway 
department totaling some $32 000 - 
000 annually 
for 
the 
next 


two years. In addition to regular 
revenues, they authorize expendi- 
ture of money to be received from 
the annual sale of $7,000,000 in new 
highway bonds — approved by the 
people Feb. 15. 


McMath's second concern — bet- 


ter education — apparently will be 
taken care of if money can do the 
trick. Already the legislature has 
approved substantial boosts for the 
University of Arkansas and other 
state-supnorted colleges. Tho uni- 
versity budget, totaling $3,890.000 
annually, was signed by the gov- 
ernor last night. 


The public school budget, which 


has not been introduced, will be 
much higher than current appro- 
pr.ations. Abd it is expected to sail 
through both houses without trou- 
ble. The education fund will prob- 
ably receive some $27,000,000 an- 
inually during the next two years, 
compared 
with $21.000,000 during 


the current biennium. 


In addition the house 
has 
ap- 


proved a tentative participation in 
regional education for whites and 
Negroes, both houses have passed 
a 
$50,000 appropriation for 
the 


school of pharmacy at the College 
of the Ozarks. and the house has 
passed a bill allocating '$1.000,000 
for distribution to needy schools 
districts for construction "purposes. 


Another leading 
administration 


goal, higher welfare payments, ap- 
parently will be realized if antici- 
pated revenues come in. Although 
the pa-ments will not reach the 
(national average of $38 per month 
envisioned by the governor during 
his campaign, they will be boost- 
ed •substantially above the $22 per 
month now being paid. The wel- 
fare budgets, totaling 
$42.000,000

Rocket Shoots 
250 Miles 
Above Earth 


White Sands, N. M., Feb. 26 — 


(UP)—The altitude record of 250 
nrles set by a "two stage" rocket 
travelling at 5,000 miles an hour 
put mankind one step nearer the 
time when man-made 
satellites 


will be shot into outer space to 
circle the earth forever, experts 
said today. 


The rocket, a German V-2 with 
a 700-pound "W'ac Corporal" rock- 
et in its warhead, was shot 250 
miles into the sky over the White 
Sands proving ground 
and 
offi- 


cials said "for all practical pur- 
poses" it soared beyond the earth's 
atmosphere. 


Actually, both the speed and al- 


titude records were set 
by 
the 


"Wac Corporal" rocket. 
It 
was 


shot from the mother rocket at an 
undisclosed height and soared up 
into the heavens until it reached 
an altitude of 250 miles. This was 
more than double the previous al- 
titude record of 114 miles set by 
a V-2. It reached a top speed of 
n.OOO miles an hour before its fuel 
was exhausted and it fell back to 
the earth, .officials said.

army ordnance research chief 
in 


Washington, said the rocket is a 
definite 
step 
toward 
launching 


man-made satellites. 


"There has been much conjec- 


ture as to a possible 
man-made 


satellite to circle the earth con- 
tinuously." Sayler said. "It must 
be admitted that this flight brings 
much closer the time when such 
a satellite could be launched. 
"I say 'could be' for I am not 


sure whether such a missile will 
ever be successful or serve a use- 
ful purpose."

sped of 25,000 miles per hour to 
escape the pull of the earth's -gravi- 
ty.

Military experts 
have 
agred 


that the first nation to post satel- 
lites in the heavens could rule the 
earth. And a report from Washing- 
ton a few weeks ago disclose'd that 
experts were studying what Secre- 
tary of Defense James Forrestal 
called a "vehicular satellite pro- 
gram." 


Sayler said the two-stage rocket 


was "entirely experimental" but 
was useful to gather information 
about flight at speeds many times 
that of sound and to study the na- 
ture of the upper atmosphere. 


"No prediction can be made as 


to the feasibility of hitting a target 
5,000 miles away," he said. But 
the fact that "even now we can 
attain a range 
of 
hundreds 
of 


miles" indicates the rocket's pos- 
sibilities, he said. 


Brig. Gen. Phillip C. Blackmore 


said the two rockets weighed 15 
tons when they left the ground. 


"The rocket was fired slightly off 


course in order that the proving 
grounds could move under it while 
it was in flight," he said. 


This apparently 
meant that the 


rocket was in the air long enough 
for the earth's rotation to make an 
appreciable difference in where it 
would land and keep it from fall- 
ing outside the proving grounds. 


In order for a missile to remain 


in outer space indefinitely, as con- 
templated by scientists who fore- 
see the day of artificial satellites, 
they would have to be shot high 
enough so that the earth's gravity 
would be neutralized by the pull 
from other astral bodies. 


Blackmore emphasized that the 


two-stage rocket was not a new 
missile 
but merely incorporated 


two rockets that have been used 
extensively 
for 
experimentation. 


The "Wac Corporal" rocket was 
developed by American scientists. 
"Wac Corporal" 
was 
the 
code 


name given it during the war. 


The rocket was 
designed 
and 


built jointly by General Klectric 
Co.. 
the 
California 
Institute 
of 


Technology, and the Douglas Air- 
craft Co. 


Its flight was tracked by elec- 


tronic instruments and the "Wac 
Corporal" rocket 
was 
released 


from the V-2 by remote control. 


Says Labor Law 
Won't Pass by 
Date Truman Set 


Washington, Feb. 26 —(UP)—An 


administration spokesman in 
the 


senate conceded today that con- 
gress will not pass President Tru- 
man's new labor law by the target 
date of April 1. 


Senate Democratic Leader Scott 


W. Lucas of Illinois refused to say 
exactly how soon he believes the 
measure would be enacted. But he 
made it plain that he doubted con- 
gress would approve a new law to 
replace the Taft-Hartley law 
by 
early spring, wh>n many union 
contracts expire. 


Therefore, Lucas said he prob- 


ably will not urge the senate labor 
committee to start voting on the 
administration bill before next Fri- 
day, the date tenatively set by 
Chairman Elbert D. Thomas, D., 
Utah. 


He said, however, that the bill 


would have high priority for sen- 
ate debate as soon as the commit- 
tee acts. 


Sen. Claude E. Pepper, (D-Flal 


said he hoped the committee could 
complete action at its next meet- 
ing, but there was little chance 
Republicans would agree to that 
proposal without a fight. 


Republicans are trying to agree 


among themselves on a substitute

(UP)—A prominent surgeon, hold- 
ing his grandchild in his

was finally slain by a cornered of- 
ficer. 


Patrolman B. L. Buchanan said 


he refused to return the fire of 
Dr. Abijah C. Fields as long as the • 
doctor was holding the 18-months-" 
old child. 


But when the doctor backed him 


into a corner and threatened his 
life. Buchanan said, he cut Fields 
down with 
bullets from 
his re- 


volver. 
The 
49-year-old 
surgeon 


was dead on arrival at a Birming- 
ham hospital.

Guy were called 
to 
the 
Fields, 
home early today by the victim's, 
father, Dr. E. T. Fields. 


The elder Fields met the police- 


men at the door, told them his son 
was drunk and abusing members

to an upstairs room where 
the 


younger doctor was 
holding 
his 


grandchild. 


The officers said Fields cursed 


them and Guy went back to the - 
patrol car to call for assistance. 
Meanwhile, Buchanan 
said,

Fields produced a pistol and fired ' 
at him three times. 


Buchanan said he retreated "im- . 


mediately." The doctor put down . 
the child and followed the officer 
downstairs. Buchanan said Fields 
cornered him in the living room, • 
waved the weapon and said "we'll 
shoot if out here." 


The officer said he then drew 


his service revolver and fired five 
times, two of the bullets striking 
Fields where he stood in the door- 
way. 


The official police version of the 


shooting described the doctor as 
"a nolice problem for the last 15 
or more years." The report quoted • 
the elder Fields as saying his son 
had recently returned from a nar-' 
cotic hospital in Kentucky.
